BREAK FROM 
ROCK ISLAND 
COUNTY JAIL 


: Fugitives Are Most- 


ly Paroled Joliet. 
Prisoners. 


Twenty-five prisoners, mostly Joliet 
convicts, who had been paroled to work 
in the government arsenal, escaped 
from the county jail at Rock Island 
last night and were reported at a late 
hour to be headed for Chicago in auto- 
mobiles. 

Upon word of the escape and prob- 
able destination of the fugitive prison- 
ers Lieut. Sullivan of the detective 
bureau ordered two squads of Chicago 
detectives, armed with rifles, to travel 
in the direction they are expected to 
approach the city. 

Watch Railway Stations. 

All railway stations were immediate- 
ly picketed by Chicago police, on the 
theory that some of the fugitives might 
try to come here by train. 

Rock Island authorities informed the 
Chicago police that the men escaped 
in their shirt sleeves and that in the 
band were at least two revolvers, which 
were taken from the guards when the 
escape was made. 

The convicts are said to include mur- 
derers, holdup men, and burglars, a 
m.jority of them from Chicago, ac- 
cording to Sheriff Miller of Rock Island 
county. 


SECOND ATTEMPT SUCCEEDS. 

Rock Island, Ill., Jan. 21.—The es- 
cape of twenty-five desperate criminals 
from the county jail here tonight is 


considered one of the boldest jail de- | 


liveries in the history of the country. 
It followed an unsuccessful attempt 
made three weeks ago. 

In some manner unknown the men 
got out of their cells and penetrated 
to the quarters of the sheriff's family 
on the ground floor of the building. 

During an attempt by the jail guards 
to foil the mad rush of the prisoners 
two of them were knocked down and 
trampled over and Turnkey John Sex- 
ton was shot. 

After overpowering the jail guards 
the prisoners swarmed through the 
building, shooting as they went. They 
broke through an unbarred window 
and the entire number leaped to free- 
dom. Reaching the street they scat- 
tered and disappeared in the darkness 
and heavy fog before the general 
alarm could bring help to the jail 


Headed Toward Chicago. 

Sheriff Miller learned shortly before 
midnight that the escaped prisoners 
had stolen three automobiles and were 
believed to have started for Chicago. 
An unverified report was that seven 
of the convicts had been captured a 
short distance east of here. 

Though several shots were ex- 
changed between the guards and the 
prisoners during the escape, the only 
casualty was that of Sexton. His 
wound was not serious. 

Immediately following the delivery 
all avenues of escape from the city 
were ordered guarded and nearby 
towns were notified to be on the look- 
out for the fleeing desperadoes. At 
a late hour none of the escaped pris- 
oners has been captured. 

The delivery follows on the heels 
of a wave of crime that has swept 
Rock Island in the last few months 

during which a number of murders 
have been committed, chief of which 
was that of Sheriff Jacob Wigers. 

Murderer in Band. 

Among the escaped prisoners is Ar- 
thur Miller, confessed murderer of 
Jacob Schaul, local business man. 

Some of the fugitives were among 
the 600 paroled convicts, many ef them 
notorious criminals, who have been 
working at the arsenal and local fac- 
tories for several months.

Fi IND HITCHCOCK 
WAS HERE DEC. 15 
SEEKING A JOB 


Bureau Chief and Girl 
Identify Victim of 
“‘Amnesia.”’

Milan M. Hitchcock spent a part of 
his forty-nine days of “amnesia” dur- 
ing the Speedway hospital controversy 
in Chicago, according to two witneses 
who were found by THz TRIBUNE yes- 
terday. 

The witnesses—a man and a wom- 
an—last night positively identified the 
former Berwyn postmaster at his sub- 
urban residence as a man who called 
at the Consolidation Agencies Place- 
ment bureau and sought employment 
on a farm on Dec. 15. The identifica- 
tion was witnessed by a reporter for 
THE TRIBUNE, accompanied by a rep- 
resentative of the army intelligence de- 
partment. 

Hitchcock dropped out of sight on 
Nov. 20 after he had been subjected to 
investigation by agents of Lumberman 
Edward Hincs, who had learned that 
Hitchcock had placed a low valuation 
upon the' Speedway land which Mr. 
Hines was seeking to sell the govern- 
ment for a military hospital. 

First Clew Found. 

There had been discovered no clew 
to Hitchcock’s whereabouts preceeding 
his return on Jan. 9 until last night. 

William E. Steele, manager of the 
executive engineering and sales depart- 
ment of the employment bureau, and 
Miss Vera Hoyle, his secretary, were 

the persons who identified Mr. Hitch- 
cock and located him as having been 
in Chicago in mid-December. 

In the face of their positive identifica- 
tion Mr. Hitchcock declared that he 
had no recollection of any visit to the 
employment offices in the Westminster 
building and insists still that his mind 
was blank during his absence from his 
home until he “ found the time” near 
Covington, Tenn., on Jan. 9. 

Mrs. Hitchcock and Attorney Abner 
Hitchcock, brother of Milan, were pres- 
ent when the identification was made. 
The wife said she hoped the authorities 
could find out where her husband spent 
the period of his absence. 

Brother Seems Skeptical. 

The attorney brother was noncom- 
mittal. When the visitors first began 
to ask questions he apparently tried 
to thrown down the _ identification. 
After a few minutes he ceased obstruc- 
tive tactics, but had few suggestions to 
make and made only occasional com- 
ments as the visit to the employment 
office was discussed. 

“You visited my office and I talked 
with you for fifteen minutes or more,” 
Mr. Steele told Milan Hitchcock after 
introductions were over. 

The real estate man looked Steele 
over quickly and rather sharply. There 
was a slight flush on his face. 

“I don’t remember you,” he said. 

“You asked me for a position on a 
farm,” the employment man added. 

“I did?” Mr. Hitchcock questioned. 
“TI don’t remember it at all.” 

“Would you mind putting on your 
hat and overcoat?” Mr. Steele asked. 

“ Not at all,” Hitchcock said, and re-

DOMINIONS OF 
BRITAIN WANT 
NATION’S RIGHTS 


Demand T hey BeGiven 


Full Recognition 
at Paris. 


PARIS, Jan. 21.—[By the Associated 
Press.]—Canada, Australia, and the 
other self-governing dominions of 
Great Britain have begun an effort for 
individual representation in the pro- 
jected league of nations. They claim 
the right to enter the league with the 
same status as other nations. 

The question is now being discussed 
by the British and dominion officials, 
and it will be for the British govern- 
ment to say whether it shall ask the 
peace conference to accord the domin- 
ions individual membership in_ the 
league. 

Recognition of Nationhood. 

The admission by the peace confer- 
ence of the right of the dominions to 
a separate representation at the ses- 
sions is held to have been in itself 
tacit recognition of their nationhood. 

The new proposal, however, goes fur- 
ther, and it is considered that its ac- 
ceptance would be a formal acknowl- 
edgment by the world of the domin- 
ions’ existing autonomy. Unofficially 
it is stated that England will approve 
the plan. 

Borden Claims the Honor. 

Sir Robert L. Borden, premier of 
Canada, gave to the Associated Press 
tonight the following statement: 

“In the imperial war council in 1917 
I had the honor of moving in behalf 
of Canada a resolution, which was ac- 
cepted by the United Kingdom and 
the other dominions and which de- 
clared that the readjustment of the 
constitutional relations of the compo 
nent parts of the British empire should 
be based on the full recognition of the 
dominions as autonomous nations of 
the imperial commonwealth. 

“The resolution declared in em- 


phatie terms the right of each domin- 
ion to an adequate voice in the foreign 
policy and foreign relations with which 
the proposed league of nations is inti- 
mately and vitally concerned.” 
Hughes Gives Stand. 
Premier Hughes of Australia, dis- 
cussing the claims vf the dominions 
with the Associated Press, said: 
“We have earned the right by our 
sacrifices and efforts in this great war 
to a place in the family of nations. We 
expect to come in with the same status 
as any other nation.” |

| PARIS, Jan. 22.—It may now be said 
that President Wilson has determined 
to return to France for the finish of 
the peace conference after a stay in 
America dependent in length on the 
contingencies arising out of the situa- 
tion there. Of course there is always 
the possibility of some unexpected do- 
mestic episode compelling him to re 
main in Washington longer than is — 
contemplated, but, according to my in- 
formation today, he has definitely de- 
cided to come back to France as soon 

as he conveniently can. 

He is not ready to announce the 
plan for his homegoing, but as the 
George Washington, which brought 
him to Europe and will carry him back, 
has just arrived in New York and can 
hardly complete the round trip under 
three weeks, it goes without saying 
that the president won't get to Amer- 
ica until about a week before the con- 
stitutional adjournment of congress, 
March 4. 

Feels Freedom to Leave. 

Speaking broadly, the president wil! 
be free—in fact freer than during the 
current of congressional activity—to 
leave Washington as soon as congress 
is in recess and it is quite possible he 
will be-in America for a brief time, 
measured by days instead of weeks. 

If the increasing disposition on the 
part of influential members of the 
peace oonference to hurry conclusion 
of the peace fhe 20-3 brings definite re- 
sults, as some of them, particularly 
the Britiah, will be the case, 
the president may find it is necessary 
to departfor Europe immediately after 
congress adjourns.

Sinn Feiners’ Bill of Inde- 
pendence Formally 
Read. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 21.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—Twenty-five members of 
the Sinn Fein society elected to the 
British house of commons assembled 
here this.afternoon_and formally con- 
stituted themselves the “Dail Eireann,” 
which is Irish Gaelic for: “Irish par- 
liament.” ‘ 

They elected Charles Burgess, whose 
Irish name is Cathal Brugha, speaker. 
They also adopted a declaration of in- 
dependence and an address to the free 
nations of the world and. appointed a 
committee, consisting of Count Plun- 
kett, Arthur Griffiths, and Prof. Ed- 
ward De Valera, to present the claims 
of Ireland to self-determjnation to the 
peace conference at Paris. 

The two last named being in British 
prisons, only the venerable Count 
Plunkett can proceed to Paris, and 
then only provided the British govern- 
ment consents to give him passports. 

Use Three Languages. 

The most striking feature of the pro- 
gram was the reading of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. First in Irish, 
with the delegates standing, and after- 
wards in English and French “ TIre- 
land’s address to the free nations” 
was read. It concluded with an an- 
nouncement of the “complete inde- 
pendence of the Irish republic against 
the arrégant pretensions of England, 
founded in fraud and sustained only 
by an overwhelming military occupa- 
tion.” It demanded the removal of all 
British garrisons. 

The address to free nations began: 
“The nation of Ireland, having her 
national independence, calls through 
her elected representatives, in parlia- 
ment assembled, upon every free na- 
tion to support the Irish republic by 
recognizing Ireland’s national status 
and her right to vindication at the 
peace conference.”

Harding Blames Wilson. 

Senator Harding of Ohio, one of 
those in the front rank of the candi- 
dates for the Republican presidential 
nomination, charged President Wilson 
with a large share of the responsibil- 
ity for bolshevism and warned the sen- 
ate “that if we don’t get back to a 
peace basis in the next ninety days we 
will be more concerned about putting 
out the fires of bolshevism in the 
United States than feeding the starv- 
ing people of Europe.” 

Senator Johnson of California point- 
ed to the reports of unemployment 
demortstrations in Boston and Seattle 
and declared that “the cloud of unem- 
ployment may engulf this country in 
the next few months and present an 
issue such as has never before been 
brought to our doors.” 

He particularly deplored the report- 
ed unemployment of soldiers and as- 
serted that “the American soldier who 
looks into the muzzle of a machine gun 
must not be compelled to look into an 
empty dinner pail.”

STRIKE OF 250,000 
MEN THREATENS 
LONDON PUBLIC 


LONDON, Jan. 21.—A strike which 
would close down all the engineering 
works and nearly every class of public 
service in London is threatened. Al- 
ready 16,000 workers are out, and as 
the men and the employers broke off 
negotiations for a settlement today, it 
is expected that at least'250,000 men 
engaged in the engineering trade will 
cease to work before the end of the 
week. 

The trouble arises out of the opera- 
tion of the forty-seven-hour week 
which has just been granted When 
the new hours came into operation the 
employers decided that forty-seven 
hours meant forty-seven hours’ work, 
and withdrew certain privileges that 
had been previously allowed, such as 
ten minutes for refreshments in the 
morning and a few minutes of the 
employers’ time for men engaged in 
the, rough work to wash their hands.

“In 1915 our company paid for live 
hogs in the Chicago market an aver- 
age price of $7.10 per hundred pounds. 
In 1916 the average was $9.60. In 1917 
it went to $15.10, and in 1918 it was 
$17.45 a hundred, live weight. It is 
the same and even higher now. 


Everything Costs More. 


“The increase in the price of the 
live hog during the four years in 
question figures 245 per cent. 


“But that increase is not the sole 
reason_for high’ priced bacon. Hogs 
dress-on the average about 70 per 
cent. That is 70 per cent is pork and 
the remainder by-product material. 
This latter did not increase in value 
as'rapidly as did the live animals, and 
so the meat portion of the animal— 
that is, the 70 per cent—had to carry 
nearly the whole burden of the in 
creased price of the live animal. But 
even this does not cover All the rea- 
sons for increased prices. The cost 
of labor and clerical help doubled dur. 
ing the period in question, and the 
same holds true for fuel. In fact, 
every item entering into the cost of 
a pound of bacon greatly increased 
and augmented that 245 per cent in 
crease caused by the mounting price 
of the live hog. “ 


True of All Meats. 

“And that, gentlemen, is why bacon 
today costs something like three times 
what it did four years ago. What is 
true of bacon is true of other meat 
foods. The price of live cattle in.-

“TI interpret this bill as an effort to 
dissolve an alleged monopoly and to 
decentralize the meat packing indus- 
try. It seems to be constructed in the

It is 
charged that if the present movement 
in the food industry continues, it will 
mean the elimination of certain com- 
peting factors now existing. 


Why Condemn Progress? 

“I say to you that to condemn the 
railroad for putting the stage coach 
out of business is as reasonable as 
any condemnation of the packing in- 
dustry for the progress it has made 
in solving the scientific problems in- 
volved in moving food from the farm 
to the table. 

“Unity of purpose is the demand of 
the world today. We have witnessed 
the merger of practically every civil- 
ized nation for the accomplishment of 
a task, which, separately, they could 
not have accomplished. We have seen 
possible defeat turned into glwrious vic- 
tory by the centralization of military 
command after the utter failure of 
representatives of that school of 
thought ich fears to create power 
lest it be abused.” 
"Policy of Reinvestment. 

On the subject of reinvestment, Mr. 
Armour said: 

“The policy of reinvestment has 
been carried out so consistently that 
87.90 per cent of the total earnings 
have been rejnvested in the business 
and only 12.10 per cent has been 
drawn out for the personal and pri- 
vate use of the owners.”’ 

Mr. Armour said the 400 per cent 
stock dividend declared in 1916 was 
legitimate. He cited a declaration of 
the federal trade commission that the 
company raised its capital stock from 
$20,000,000 to $100,000,000 without re 
ceiving a dollar of cash. 

“That statement is entirely mis- 
leading,” said Mr. Armour. “It implies 
that by some magic the company put 
in the pockets of the stockholders $80,- 
000,000 without receiving one cent in 
return therefor. 

“This is not a fact. By this trans- 
action the stockholders did not receive 
one penny. It was merely a bookkeep- 
ping transaction, perfectly honest and 
tegitimate in every respect.

William Vail, lost his right leg 
as a result, and lay for ten hours in 
an open field with one leg gone and his 
skull fractured.

The Germans 
thought he was out of commission and 
abandoned him, but at 1,000 feet he 
righted his plane in spite of its crippled 
condition and get back to his own air- 
drome before the Germans came to.

Lieut. Dorsey is officially credited 
with two German planes and unofficial 
records give him credit for six. He 
spent most of his time flying with the 
British at Cambrai and his air victories 
were won by sending the German air- 
men down in flames.

The Rev. Melbourne P. Boynton at a meeting of 
the Baptist ministers’ conference said: “We are 
not opposed to boxing as a game or a sport, but we 

. are opposed to its commercialism and we may not 
oppose the proposed bill if it is not a box office 
affair.” | 

People who hope that Americans are about to 
become less afraid of some forceful manifestations 
of life and less afraid of the consequences of them 
hope that morality will not always be repressive in 
this country. Morality sometimes fails construc- 
tively. It fails to recognize essential demands of 
life. It becomes elimination and merely elimina- 
tion. The prevailing idea ‘in the world now, the 
prevailing moral and political idea, is one of re- 
pression and elimination. It is custodial. From 
the league of nations fo the American constitutional 
amendment prdhibiting the manufacture, sale, and 
use of alcoholic beverages, the idea is that some 
authority must ride here constantly upon human 
activities. 

Repression, unmodified, unreflective, and un- 
thinking, always has defeated the aims which it 
had. There is steam in the pot of life. Screw 
the lid down tight and the forces will gather be- 

neath it and blow the lid to the ceiling.

Complaint from numerous graduate nurses 
against the plan of encouraging young women to 
take up “short term nursing” is readily under-

The nurses who have spent several years in 
diligent study to prepare themselves for highly 
specialized sick room service seem to be obsessed 
by a fear that their high talents will be rendered 
useless by the introduction of nurses of small 
training who will be satisfied with less pay. This 
does not state the problem. 

The need is not for highly specialized nurses; 
or, rather, it should be said that the great in- 
crease in demand for sick room attendance does 
not contemplate the graduate nurse. The graduate 
nurse always has had more demands upon her 
time and intelligence than she could meet. She 
is particularly fitted for the care of cases requiring 


a considerable degree of medical skill and in this 
branch of her art she can never be supplanted, for

The proposition seems hardly to admit of opposi- 
tion. The graduate nurses need not fear for their 
special standing in the community; it will be as 
distinct as ever. The need is for the young women 
who may be made fit to attend the sick by a six 
months’ or a year’s course under competent di- 
rection.

ERASING THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 
In spite of the protests voiced in the United | 
States senate, the suggestion that the Monroe 
doctrine is declining in virtue seems to have gained 
considerable currency. And this decline of the 
most emphatic of American declarations appears 
to be founded on ideas of what the league of 
nations proposes to achieve. 
If the league of nations exercises a benign 
paternalism over the affairs of the whole world 
and of all the specific activities of all peoples, there 
is no longer any need for the Monroe doctrine. 
It is hardly worth Mr. Wilson's while to tell us 
that our Monroe doctrine is safe while at the 
same time he industriously is recommending with 
the utmost warmth an enterprise which appears 
to be nothing more than an absorbent extension 
of the same principle. 
Indeed, Mr. Wilson seems to have been so suc- 
cessful in his mission that he already has made 
one disciple, in the person of Garcia Aranha, a 
Brazilian diplomatist, who is so profoundly con- 
verted to the league of nations that he completely 
deserts the Monroe doctrine and is totally be- 
leagued. 
“The Monroe doctrine,” says he, “is swallowed 
up in the new league. Besides, the United States 
has, by intervening in the affairs of Europe, made 
it impossible longer to claim that Europe has no 
longer right to interfere in America.” 
What shall Americans think of this? We have 
been of the opinion that, far from “intervening | 
in the affairs of Europe,” we were fighting for a 
human principle, seeking to whip Germans before 
they got a chance to whip us. And now, because 
our conflict with Germany is advantageously 
termed “intervening” we are to lose our own 
American principles! 
Let us set Mr. Aranha’s verdict against one in 
the London Times, as follows: 
“Only in so far as the new péace conference 
is to be the embodiment of certain principles 
which will make for peace, justice, and progress 
has America any real and living interest in its 
work. If, then, she talks more about principles 
than the rest of us, it is not from any excessive 
consciousness of her own virtue and still less with 
any idea of teasing any one off side of the 
Atlantic, but precisely because is so distant 
from our territorial problems of Europe and feels 
that the only contribution that she can make to 
our discussions is in the realm of ideas. ... 
The true settlement will not be pure American 
or pure European. . . . America will constantly 
be referring European proposals to the test of 
the ideal; we on our side will constantly be plung- 
ing American ideals fn the cold bath of facts.” 
Europe is willing to have us submit ideas and it 
is willing to accept them if they stand the cold 
bath. That must be our test of ideas as they are 
to be applied to us.

Rosa Luxemburg, dead at the hans of a Berlin| 
mob, joins history’s long train of women who have 
stepped upon the world’s stage in either the scarlet 
robes of lust or the sables of an avenging Erinys. 

Her fame may be ephemeral. She had no royal back- 
ground. She has no place in that galaxy of volup- 
tuaries in which Cleopatra, Aspasia and Catherine the 
Great are stars of first magnitude. Rosa’s place was 
at the opposite pole, among the lowliest of humanity. 

She was a veritable stormy petrel., Her whole life 
was one fierce, sustained cry against ‘the social order. 
Her nostrils were inured to the jail’s foul air. In her 
great, dark eyes there seemed to brood the wrongs, 
real or fancied, of a thousand generations. They were 
eyes to conjure with, to sway the mob, to incite sol- 
diers to revolt. 

There was pathos as weil as tragedy in her passing. 
She was brutally done to death by the class which she 
had striven, however mistakenly, to liberate. In the 
esteem of the “Reds” she stood abreast of Lieb- 
knecht, and, as she doubtless fancied, was about to 
crown her career with a portfolio in the Red cabinet 
when the skeleton hand stilled her tumultuous career. 

The dagger and the torch revolt us. But in-assess- 
ing Rosa's transgressions it is but just to bear in mind 
that the fires of vengeance which flamed in her bosom 
were lit by the oppressions of a czaristic Russia and 
Germany.

In 1817 Birckbeck wrote that the land 
was swampy, and “the settlers have in 
consequence suffered from ague and 
other bilious complaints.” | 
“They are tall and pale, like vegeta- 


light.” 

“The family are of one pale yellow 
without the slightest tint of healthful 
bloom.” 


“In passing through a vast expanse 
of the backwoods I have been so much 
struck with this effect that I fancy I 
could determine the color of the inhab- 
itants if I was apprised of the depth of 
their immersion, and vice versa, I could 
judge of the extent of the clearing if I 
saw the people.” 

Blane wrote in 1822. He described a 
settlement of Scotchmen: “ But alas, it 
has shared the fate of all the neighbor- 
hood with regard to sickness, two of the 
immigrants having died, and several 
others being very ill. (The colony orig- 
inally contained twenty. They had been 
in the country eight months.) ” 

Of Albion he said: “It is healthier 
than the surrounding country, but the 
inhabitants are not at all times free 
from the prevalent autumnal fever—an 
ague, accompanied by fever.”

TAPEWORM TREATMENT. 

Mrs. M. H. writes: “ About a year ago 
I read in your column a treatment for 
tapeworm. I have been treated for the 
ailment by a physician, and the pills 
caused diarrhoea, and I was not relieved 
of my symptoms. Will you please print 
the treatment again?” 


REPLY. 

Are you certain you have a tapeworm? 
Most people who think they are infested are 
not. There are constantly present symptoms 
of tapeworm. In fact, about the only 
sign that has any value is the presence of 
sections of the worm in the bowel movements. 
If you are certain that you have a tape- 
worm my advice is that you go to a phy- 
sician. If you will take treatment in a 
hospital for three days you will be certain 
to get rid of the worm, if you have one. 
The only reason why efforts to remove tape- 
worm fail is because directions are not car- 
ried out, and the best way to overcome that 
difficulty is to go to a hospital. If you in- 
sist upon trying it out for yourself and will 
carry out a plan proceed as follows: 

For two days live on milk, soups, and 
bread. Take a dose of oil and an enema 
each of these two days. On the evening of 
the second day take a dose of salts. The 
following morning eat no breakfast. Take 
one drachm of ethereal extract of male fern. 
Follow one hour later with a dose of salts. 
The movement should be passed into a 
white vessel and the worm should be sought. 

SHOULD SEE DOCTOR. 

Ss. C. W. writes: “ Will you kindly 
advise me if spirits of sweet nitre (ten 
drops at night) will prevent frequent 
urinating? I have occasion to urinate 
every hour and a half to two hours all 
night long. I am an old lady. I have 
been troubled fully thrée years. Can you 
tell me of some patent medicine to use?” 

REPLY. 

Sweet spirits of nitre will not help you. 
Neither will any patent medicine. You 
should see a physician.

Mrs. S. F. writes: ‘“ Will you kindly 
tell me how to reduce an enlarged ab- 
domen? It became noticeable about two 
years after my child was born. I am 
uncomfortable even with my clothing 
quite loose.”’ 

REPLY. 

If you are certain that you have not a 
tumor you should exercise. Exercises will re. 
duce the abdomen. There are no short cuts.

A 
clause or stipulation in the contract 
reads that I am to pay all taxes, assess- 
ments, etc., subsequent to the year 1917. 

I have been presented with a bill for 
street improvements dated Jan. 2, 1917. 
Does not the “subsequent to the year 
1917” mean that my obligations begin 
following the year 1917, or on the first 
of the year 1918? ah & 

The interpretation of that clause is, that 
the seller shall make a deed to you clear 
of all liens that may have attached to 
the property prior to the year 1918, and 
the seller should pay the taxes that be- 
came a lien in 1917, payable in 1918. Also 
he should pay all assessments that were 
levied prior to the year 1918. Many con- 
tracts provide that if the levy has 
made but the improvement is not yet made 
that the buyer shall pay such assessments.

FORMER ‘BAD MEN’ 


A six day mission began last night | 
at the Church of the Redeemer,*Fifty- 
sixth street and Blackstone avenue. 
The services were given by Ted Mercer 
and Tom Farmer, laymen evangelists, 
who before their conversion had both 
drunk deep of the dregs of life. The 
church is Episcopalian, and the intro- 
duction of revival services there is an 
innovation. 

Mercer, who is said to be a nephew 
of President Chester A. Arthur, is a 
college graduate, who in his youth be- 
came a drunkard and was cast out by 
his parents, wealthy easterners. He 
sunk lower and lower until one night, 
on the brink of suicide, he wandered 
into the Jerry McAuley mission in New 
York, where he was converted. 

At this mission he became acquaint- 
ed with Tom Farmer, who before his 
reform had been a cracksman for 
thirty years, fifteen of which he had 
spent in prisons. His father was a 
saloonkeeper, and at the age of 10 
he was taught to be a thief. 

Since then these men have made 
evangelism their vocation, speaking in 
churches throughout the country. Mer- 
cer from 1907 to 1914 was associated 
with the Y. M. C. A. 

Last night's mission was opened with 
an attack on the evils of drugs, the 
subject being entitled “ Gassed by the 
Enemy.” The evils of morphine and co- 
caine were depicted. The services will 
continue daily till Jan. 26, inclusive.

SHORTER COURSE 


‘Must Consider the Public 


Needs, Says Head of 
A_ sociation. 


Chicego and Mlinots nurses are solid- 
ly behind the proposed state bill pro- 
viding for revised nursing courses and 
the stabilization of the registry system. 

More than 100 members of the First 
District Nursing association, a leading 
and integral part of the state assocl 
ation, met last night at the call of the 
president, Edna L, Foley, to discuss 
every phase of the proposed legislation. 
They made it clear that, far from op- 
posing the movement because of pro- 
fessional pride or a desire to keep the 
profession exclusively to a long term 
preparation basis, they favor @ one 
year course for junior 
nurses. and are “ heartily in sympathy 
with the public getting the best pos- 
care promptly and will work to 


end primarily.” 


Favor These Improvements. 


The body went on record for the fol- 
lowing genera] nursing improvements: 

Two grades of registered nurses in 
the state; the first the graduate nurse 
with thr years’ training to take 
charge of serious cases and jo super- 
vise general care of the sick; and the 
second the junior registered nurse with 
one year's training for home service. 

Compulsory licensing of every pér- 
son engaged in care of the sick in order 
to provide direct regulation of practical 
nurses, midwives, and all other un- 
registered workers. 

A three years’ training course for 
graduate nurses. A one year’s course 
instead of the proposed eighteen 
months’ course for junior registered 
nurses.

Second Fricano Arrested. 

Yesterday another Alfria Fricano, of 
1125 Larrabee street, 23 years old, 
known as a gangster and bad man, 
was arrested by East Chicago avenue 
police on a charge of evading the 
draft. He was held without being 
booked. 

“I have asked that young Fricano 
be held for the murder of Mule,” At- 
torney Michael Igoe, who consulted 
with Assistant United States Attorney 
Francis Borrelli in the matter, said 
last night. “The evidence seems to be 
conclusive that the Fricano who was 
convicted did not. commit the crime. 

“It is a remarkable case. The facts 
gathered show that both men were 
within a few blocks of the scene of 
the shooting at the time {ft o¢curred. 
Not the slightest motive for the slay- 
ing by the man convicted developed 
during his trial. There is evidence of 
a motive—a debt—in the case of the 
man now being held.”

ment of dress was traced through the 
ages from early Egypt to present times. 
The various characteristics and details 
of the clothes worn by the peoples of 
the earth since more than 2000 B. C. 
were pictured. 

The tunic, the hood, and the cloak 

were the first garments in use. In 
Greece the tunic was paramount and 
the folds of the tunic were vastly im- 
portant. The cloak became in Rome 
the toga, and its wearing signified the 
dignity of the wearer. Byzantium 
brought the gorgeousness of the orient 
to costume. The use of gold, precious 
jewels, embroideries, and perfumes 
| Sprang from Constantinople. 
From Persia came the innovation of 
_ trousers as part of the dress of man. 
|The wearing of such garments was 
| considered effeminate in Greece and 
‘Rome during many centuries. Gaul, 
however, took them up and various 
warriors and men of rank were cos- 
tumed in breeches and puttees that 
would not shame a soldier of today. 

Later in warfare came the armor 
of chain mail and of plate. Modifica. 
tions and additions to the simpler forms 
of costume developed rapidly after the 
twelfth century.

Oliver Townsend, Oldest 
Man Born in Chicago, Dies 


| Oliver Townsend, acclaimed at the 
Old Settlers’ reunion last May as the 
oldest living white man born in Chi- 
cago, died on Monday at his home in 
Onarga, Ill, where he had resided 
since 1881. Mr. Townsend was born | 
Nov. 12, 1837, on the north branch of 
the Chicago river, the present site of 
Jefferson Park. The old homestead of 
160 acres was preémpted from the gov- 
ernment in 1836 and now is part of the 
forest preserve. Mr. Townsend served 
throughout the civil war, participating 
in the battles of Shiloh, Champion 
Hills, and Vicksburg. He is survived 
by his widow and four sons.

New York, Jan. 21.—Miss Jessie 
Ashley, for two years president of the 
Collegiate Equal Suffrage league and 
formerly treasurer of the National 
Woman's Suffrage league, died here 
yesterday, it became known today.

THIS DISTRICT contains portions o! Ashley, Chicot, Desha, Drew and Lincoln 
Counties, situated in the southeastern part of Arkansas.
